chang and those of Marshal Sun 
Chuan-fang, It is now stated that 
the Northerners have’ drawn, their 
main forces , back to. a-line just 
north of Tsinanfu (the capital ‘of 
Shantuny) and that they are 
going to make ‘a stand to defeat 
‘the threat to Tientsin, This rapid 
thrust of ‘the South has given rise 
to much perturbation not only in

China's. products, forcing ‘delivery 
of raw materials at minor prices, 
reducing our country. to a mera 
market place of the Imperialists, 
Imporlalism is using. our mili- 
tarista to. create confusion, and to 
destroy development of industries 
in China, This is done to further 
protect: their own special powers. 
The militarista succeed to the 
idea4 of the ancient ‘monarchists, 
join with Imperialists in sacrific- 
ing the interests of the people and 
the industry of the nations. 

Now in recent decades Yuan 
Shih-kni tried to be Emperor and 
Chang Hsun tried to restore the 
fmperor. Feng Kuah-chang and 
Hsu Hasi-chang ‘tried to destroy 
the cohstitution’ and Tsao . Kun 
and Wu Pel-fu usurped positions 
and robbed the country.
